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MAGIC WAND: EDUCATION 
The number of Americans gainfully em­ 
ploy ed hit a new high in April, the govern­ 
ment reports. Accompany ing 
this good 
news was the better news that unemploy ­ 
ment had finally dipped below the four- 
million mark. 
Let’s take a breather, rest a moment on 
these laurels and peer into the future a bit. 
In recent y ears, a persistent hard core of 
unemploy ment has marred a situation of 
generally high prosperity in this country . 
Signs point to the continuation of this 
“ hard core,” and its probable enlargement, 
in the y ears ahead. Automation, which is 
still just beginning, is probably the most 
frequently mentioned of these signs. 
There are other straws in the wind, how­ 
ever, which show there is more challenge 
than threat to America’s economic future. 
It is becoming increasingly appai*ent that 
the problem will not be so much one of find­ 
ing jobs for new people but finding people 
who can fill the new jobs that are coming 
Into being. 
Two instances illustrate this: 
A survey of 157 property and casualty 
insurance compaines, with a total of 225,000 
employ es, revealed that they would be seek­ 
ing 3,000 college graduates this J une. 
These are not just salesmen’s jobs but in­ 
clude claims adjusters, underwriters, ac­ 
countants, actuaries, etc. 
The same companies last y ear hired 2,47 0 
male graduates—y et 1 out of every 6 posi­ 
tions available went unfilled. 
In another field, that created by automa­ 
tion itself in the form of high-speed com­ 
puting or data processing machines, School 
Management magazine estimates that dur­ 
ing the coming decade 500,000 jobs will be 
open for high school graduates. 
The 
categories include programmers, 
technicians, operators, 
maintenance ex ­ 
perts, etc. Higher up in the echelons of this 
new industry is a growing list of ex otic 
careers like “ sy stems analy st” and “ opera­ 
tions researcher.” 
The story could be repeated in many 
other fields—some old, some unheard of a 
few y ears ago, like the two above. 
For the nex t generation, the magic word 
more than ever is “ education” —in the 
broadest sense: specific training, informed 
counseling, awareness of the trends shaping 
the America of tomorrow.

Miss or Mrs. K rau s, in whichever condition 
she finds herself, has, however, discovered a new 
one. H er k nowledge is that they are u nderhanded- 
ly u sing arsenic on their enemies. This m ak es no 
sense to me becau se they are p lentifu lly su p p lied 
w ith caviare, having the best of these fish eggs. 
If they feed them enou gh caviare, their op p onents 
will fill their arteries with lip ids, p articu larly 
cholesterol, and will sooner or later die of a coro­ 
nary thrombosis, a strok e or some other fatality.

Miss K rau s has fu rther p ertinent data. She 
w rites; 
“On Ap ril 28 , 19 57, Senator Josep h McCarthy 
entered the hosp ital for treatm ents of ^an old 
k nee inju ry, however, five days later he died, su p ­ 
p osedly of ‘hep atitis.’ On November 28 , 19 61, Sen­ 
ator Styles Bridges died in his sleep , cau se of 
death? Mr. Sam Raybu rn had a simp le back ache, 
the next thing, he was declared w ith a cancer, 
seven week s later, we bu ried him.” 
Joe M cCarthy entered no hosp ital for old 
k nee inju ries. 
He su ffered 
from a 
herniated 
diap hragn and su bsequ ently from liver ailments. 
H ls illness lasted a long time. Senator Bridges, 
for several years, had su ffered from heart ail­ 
ments. The widows of these fine men k now’ what 
hap p ened. As Mr. Sam was a bachelor, there is 
no k indly widow to tell Miss K rau s that she is 
not a p hysician and that her diagnosis su ffers 
from big ears which are recep tacles for u np leas­ 
ant ru mors. 
Miss Krau s fu rther says; 
“A t the very threat of ou r liberty, Commu nists 
are u sing ou r FBI for their indoctrination center, 
p lu s the overwhelming of p arty members in the 
Central Intelligence Agency, therefore, I p rop ose 
that we begin, with the im p eachment of J. Edgar 
Hoover. . . 
A p p arently Miss K rau s has su p erior facu lties 
than the FBI at check ing facts. Constantly one 
meets all sorts of p ersons who feed their self- 
imp ortance by rolling their eyes, p u lling in their 
stomachs and saying, “I can’t tell you w here I 
got the inform ation bu t I have the facts. I k now 
w hat is going on.” Occasionally su ch p ersons qu ote 
a p rivate eye or a form er FBI op erative or one 
of those hu ngry’, excited men on both sides of the 
fence, who, for a contribu tion, p rep are elongated 
d ata, even mentioning names. U nfortu nately, ju st 
as they do not check their data, no one else can 
check it, becau se often it does not exist. 
Miss K rau s ends her m imeograp hed letter: 
“I desp erately seek you r assistance in exp os­ 
ing the Commu nists’ u np u blicized m erciless on­ 
slau ght, before it is too late.” 
Oh! Dear! I fear that w’e shall all die of 
arsenic p oisoning if w’e do not assist in this ex­ 
p osu re. I am not a p sychiatrist and cannot dis­ 
cu ss seriou sly the p sychotic effects of fear. T hat 
the fear is real, I k now from observation and 
conversations. Ju st as on the Left, there is fear 
of su ch things as black -lists; so on the Right, 
there is a fear that in ou r concentration u p on the 
factu al imp erialism of Soviet Ru ssia and Red 
China, we shall lose interest in the activities of 
the Commu nists in the United States. 
Often Rightists u se the argu m ents of the L eft­ 
ists to p rove their p oint. In a word, ju st as in 
Italy, the Fascists became Commu nists and fou nd 
themselves qu ite com fortable in their altered p o­ 
sitions, so in this cou ntry m any of those who for 
years have been shou ting that Ru ssia shou ld be 
p u nished for her misdeeds, now say tha t it is not 
Ru ssia or Red China that are im p ortant, bu t that 
we m u st concentrate on the home-grown Com­ 
mies and they are angry’ at J. Edgar Hoover be­ 
cau se he does not lend himself to their emp hasis 
on the lesser evil. 
F or all American Commu nists are, in one m an­ 
ner or another, agents of Soviet Ru ssia. If Ru s­ 
sia w ere defeated, either p olitically or m ilitarily, 
the American Commu nists wou ld dry u p on the 
vine for lack of su stenance.

WASHINGTON - (NEA) - Poli­ 
tics is modernizing to the extent 
of joining the electronic comp u ter 
age, anyway. 
Rep u blican National Committee 
headqu arters here ju st has in­ 
au gu rated a service contract with 
the Radio Corp oration of America 
data p rocessing center to handle a 
mailing list. 
The old mailing list consisted of 
some 700,000 cards and 
stencil 
p lates. They contained names and 
addresses of p eop le wrho have cor­ 
resp onded wdth GOP headqu arters 
some time or other. Bu t many of 
the p eop le whose names are on the 
list have moved since last heard 
from and some may be dead. So 
the lists are being revised. 
As confirmed names and cu rrent 
addresses are determined they are 
being p u t on’ magnetic tap e at the 
data p rocessing center. There are 
now abou t 9,000 listings on the 
tap e. It can be p rocessed in 45 
minu tes. The first mailing u sing 
address labels p rinted from this 
tap e has ju st gone ou t. 
This is only a first step in feed­ 
ing GOP p olitical data into elec­ 
tronic brains. Ultimately it is ex­ 
p ected to p u t donor accou nting on 
tap e. This will record every gift 
made to the p arty by every indivi­ 
du al and how all the money is 
sp ent. 
Comp u ters will 
then be 
able to p rovide data needed for 
filing rep orts on p olitical contribu ­ 
tions requ ired by election laws. 
This system p robably won’t be 
in fu ll op eration in time for u se in 
this year’s congressional elections, 
bu t it shou ld be ready for the 1964 
p residential camp aign. 
By that time the tap e cou ld be 
exp anded to over 100.000 names of 
p arty donors on tap es which cou ld 
be p rocessed to p rovide five re­ 
p orts a year on all contribu tions. 
I TP TO NOW, p olitical com­ 
m ittees have fou nd it p ractically 
imp ossible to k eep accou nts on 
contribu tions of less than $10. 
By the m agnetic tap e method it 
is claimed that even $1 giftsacan 
be accou nted for, with 8 1 cents 


actu ally being u sed for camp aign 
exp enses. 
The other 19 cents 
wou ld go for accou nting, han­ 
dling, overhead. 
Actu ally, the GOP tap ed m ail­ 
ing list is being handled elec­ 
tronically at a cost of 7/10 of 
one 
cent 
each 
on 
the 
first 
10,000 names. The cost p er nam e 
goes down as the size of the 
m ailing list goes u p . 
Electronic p rocessing of m ail­ 
ing lists is also being u sed by 
individu al 
p olitical 
candidates. 
Rep . 
P eter 
Freiinghu ysen, 
R- 
N.J., and several other Congress­ 
men 
have 
already 
contracted 
with RCA to handle their m ail­ 
ings. 
O ther com p u ter centers lik e 
C-E-I-R, 
Sp erry-Rand, 
Philco 
and Control D ata Corp . offer 
sim ilar equ ip m ent and services 
that can be u sefu l to p olitical 
organizations. 
Dem ocratic N ational Commit­ 
tee headqu arters has an Inte r­ 
national Bu siness M a c hi n e s 
p u nch card accou nting system in 
u se and will p robably stick with 
it for some time. 
THERE ARE PRACTICALLY 
no limits on how far electronic 
p olitical accou nting can go. If a 
state organization or even a na­ 
tional p arty w anted to, it cou ld 
k eep records on every one of its 
registered voters. 
F orty million nam es cou ld be 
p u t on abou t 100 reels of m ag­ 
netic tap e. 
The lists can be 
m aintained 
by 
geograp hic 
re ­ 
gions. which wou ld simp lify the 
handling of bu lk mailings, as re ­ 
qu ired 
by 
p ostal 
regu lations. 
Corrections can easily be made 
as p eop le move, or even as they 
change p arties, thou gh p olitical 
leaders won’t adm it any voter 
wou ld ever do su ch a thing. 
If all this sou nds lik e a lot of 
u nnecessary trou ble and exp ense 
now’, it m ay not seem so goofy 
in a few years, if the election 
laws shou ld be changed. 
President Kennedy now has 
u nder stu dy the rep ort from his 
Commission on Camp aign Costs. 
One of its recom m endations Is 
tha t a $10 tax credit or a $1,- 
000 tax dedu ction be granted for 
p olitical contribu tions. The Pres- 


ident will ask Congress for leg­ 
islation on this and other politi­ 
cal contribution practices, possi­ 
bly 
government 
campaign 
fi­ 
nancing. 
The only wray su ch accou nting 
can be handled — as Internal 
Revenu e Service already has dis­ 
covered—is by m agnetic tap e re­ 
cordings 
and 
electronic 
data 
p rocessing.

The 
exp lanation given was that the 
station doesn’t sell time to or 
ganizations for the discu ssion of 
controversial 
su bjects.

President’s sp eech from Madison

only was controversial bu t it a t­ 
tack ed 
the 
AMA 
sp ecifically. 
Hence, the right of rep ly was ig­ 
nored by a station which is heard 
by a large segm ent of the p op u ­ 
lation in the ^resident’s home 
state of M assachu setts. 
Shou ldn’t 
all 
the 
netw ork s 
have made some p rovision for 
free time so that the AMA cou ld 
m ak e its rebu ttal of the Presi­ 
dent’s charge that it was misin­ 
forming the p u blic? This qu es­ 
tion goes to the heart of the is­ 
su e of fair p lay over the cou n­ 
try’s commu nications systems. 
For, 
while

government 
shou ld not in any wray influ ence

comp anies, the p u blic will begin 
to believe 
that fear of losing 
thqir 
licenses 
m otivates 
the 
broadcasters when they all join 
in giving a President fu ll time 
w’ithou t charge and refu se to give 
sim ilar facilities to the organiza­ 
tions which he attack s. 
The 
television stations have 
every right to broadcast wdiat 
they p lease—even a one-sided 
p resentation. There is no law 
which comp els any branch of the 
p ress to p resent anything that 
the editor or director of a station 
or a p u blication m ay choose to 
reject. Government control or in­ 
flu ence over broadcasting media 
or the newsp ap ers is a violation 
of the p rincip les of a free p ress 
u nder the Constitu tion. 
So the resp onsibility for the 
p resentation of the “other side” 
rests on the broadcasting stations 
or the newsp ap ers, as the case 
may be. Pu blic op inion is the only 
available form of p rotest against 
a refu sal to give “both sides.”

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MAGIC WAND: EDUCATION 
The number of Americans gainfully em­ 
ployed hit a new high in April, the govern­ 
ment reports. Accompanying this good 
news was the better news that unemploy 
men! had finally dipped below' the four- 
million mark. 
Let’s take a breather, rest a moment on 
these laurels and peer into the future a bit. 
In recent years, a persistent hard core of 
unemployment has marred a situation of 
generally high prosperity in this country. 
Signs point to the continuation of this 
“hard core,” and its probable enlargement, 
in the years ahead. Automation, which is 
still just beginning, is probably the most 
frequently mentioned of these signs. 
There are other straws in the wind, how­ 
ever, w'hich show’ there is more challenge 
than threat to America’s economic future. 
It is becoming increasingly apparent that 
the problem will not be so much one of find­ 
ing jobs for new people but finding people 
% ho can fill the new jobs that are coming 
Into being. 
Two instances Illustrate this: 
A survey of 157 propeily and casualty 
insurance compages, with a total of 225,000 
employes, revealed that they would be seek­ 
ing 3,000 college graduates this June. 
These are not just salesmen’s jobs but in­ 
clude claims adjusters, underwriters, ac­ 
countants, actuaries, etc. 
The same companies last year hired 2,470 
male graduates—yet I out of every 6 posi­ 
tions available went unfilled. 
In another field, that created by automa­ 
tion itself in the form of high-speed com­ 
puting or data processing machines, School 
Management magazine estimates that dur­ 
ing the coming decade 500,000 jobs will be 
open for high school graduates. 
The 
categories 
include programmers, 
technicians, 
operators, 
maintenance ex­ 
perts, etc. Higher up in the echelons of this 
new industry is a growing list of exotic 
careers like “systems analyst” and “opera­ 
tions resea roher.” 
The story could be repeated in many 
other fields—some old, some unheard of a 
few' years ago, like the two above. 
For the next generation, the magic word 
more than ever is “education”—in the 
broadest sense: specific training, informed 
counseling, awareness of the trends shaping 
the America of tomorrow.

Received in the mail a mimeographed letter 
with a mimeographed aignature, Sylvia Kraus, 
the address being ‘T he Carriage Antique Shop,” 
131 East 70 Street, New York. 
The letter says that the Communists have an 
unpublicized conspiracy for world conquest. Hav­ 
ing read considerably in Communist literature, I 
find that the ir desire for world conquest is fully 
publicized; it is, in fact, to them a m atter of in­ 
evitability. 
Miss or Mrs. Kraus, in whichever condition 
she finds herself, has, however, discovered a new 
one. Her knowledge is that they are underhanded­ 
ly using arsenic on their enemies. This makes no 
sense to me because they are plentifully supplied 
with caviare, having the best of these fish eggs 
If they feed them enough caviare, their opponents 
will fill their arteries with lipids, particularly 
cholesterol, and will sooner or later die of a coro­ 
nary thrombosis, a stroke or some other fatality. 
Miss Kraus has further pertinent data. She 
writes: 
"On April 28, 1957, Senator Joseph McCarthy 
entered the hospital for treatm ents of <an old 
knee injury, however, five days later he died, sup­ 
posedly of ‘hepatitis/ On November 28, 1961, Sen­ 
ator Styles Bridges died in his sleep, cause of 
death? Mr. Sam Rayburn had a simple backache, 
the next thing, he was declared with a cancer, 
seven weeks later, we buried him.” 
Joe McCarthy entered no hospital for old 
knee injuries. He suffered from a herniated 
diaphragn and subsequently from liver ailments. 
His illness lasted a long time. Senator Bridges, 
for several years, had suffered from heart ail­ 
ments. The widow's of these fine men know’ what 
happened. As Mr. Sam was a bachelor, there is 
no kindly widow to tell Miss Kraus that she is 
not a physician and that her diagnosis suffers 
from big ears which are receptacles for unpleas­ 
ant rumors. 
Miss Kraus further says: 
“At the very threat of our liberty, Communists 
are using our FBI for their indoctrination center, 
plus the overwhelming of party members in the 
Central Intelligence Agency, therefore, I propose 
that we begin, with the impeachment of J. Edgar 
Hoover. . . 
, 
I Apparently Miss Kraus has superior facilities 
than tho FBI at checking facts. Constantly one 
meets all sorts of persons who feed their self- 
importance by rolling their eyes, pulling in their 
stomachs and saying, “I can’t tell you where I 
got the information but I have the facts. I know 
what is going on.” Occasionally such persons quote 
a private eye or a former FBI operative or one 
of those hungry', excited men on both sides of the 
fence, who, for a contribution, prepare elongated 
<lata. even mentioning names. Unfortunately, just 
as they do not check their data, no one else can 
check it, because often it does not exist. 
Miss Kraus ends her mimeographed letter: 
“I desperately seek your assistance in expos­ 
ing the Communists’ unpublicized merciless on­ 
slaught, before it is too late.” 
Oh! Dear! I fear that we shall all die of 
arsenic poisoning if we do not assist in this ex­ 
posure. I am not a psychiatrist and cannot dis­ 
cuss seriously the psychotic effects of fear. That 
the fear is real, I know from observation and 
conversations. Just as on the Left, there is fear 
of such things as black-lists; so on the Right, 
there is a fear that in our concentration upon the 
factual imperialism of Soviet Russia and Red 
China, we shall lose interest in the activities of 
the Communists in the United States. 
Often Rightists use the arguments of the Left­ 
ists to prove their point In a word, just as in 
jItaly, the Fascists became Communists and found 
themselves quite comfortable in their altered po­ 
sitions, so in this country many of those who for 
years have been shouting that Russia should be 
punished for her misdeeds, now say that it Is not 
Russia or Red China that are important, but that 
we must concentrate on the home-grown Com­ 
mies and they are angry at J. Edgar Hoover be­ 
cause he does not lend himself to their emphasis 
on the lesser evil. 
For all American Communists are, In one man­ 
ner or another, agents of Soviet Russia. If Rus­ 
sia were defeated, either politically or militarily, 
the American Communists would dry up on the 
vine for lack of sustenance. 
It is Russia that must be the target and when­ 
ever I find a sufferer from the psychosis of pro­ 
viding inside dope, which “even J. Edgar Hoover 
does not have,” I wonder whom he is working 
for?

Most of this expansion is due to 
findings which result from bureau studies. For example, in 1959, 
a survey revealed that 400,000 children under 12 years of age 
were caring for themselves while their mothers worked full time. 


The study resulted In legislation which provides state aid to 
those children. ‘‘The most important goal for the bureau's next 
5Q years,” says Mrs. Katherine B. Hettinger, chief of the Chil­ 
dren’s Bureau, ‘‘is to bring complete child welfare to every comer 
of the country where help is needed. Society moves forward in 
terms of what its care, hopes and aspirations are for its chil­ 
dren.” It is now working to set up a unit, encouraging oppor­ 
tunities for youth to serve community and country.

Clan Be Dangerous 


Vacation 
limo

camping will brine many people 
into contact with plants that can 
be dangerous to them, points out 
Dr E. Franklin Hail of the Ul­ 
ster 
County 
Department 
of 
Health. Everyone knows of the 
intense 
discomfort 
caused 
by 
poison Ivy. hut not all of us are 
aware that the ornamental Eng­ 
lish ivy and tho beautiful prim­ 
rose or lily of tho valley can be 
poisonous to susceptible persons. 
Many plants and shrubs common-i 
ly grown a I Knit the home can i*e 
harmful on contact to especially 
sensitive people. Other plants are 
poisonous when chewed or eaten 
Tho Iraves of the tree of heav­ 
en can give an unheavcnly itch to 
some people. Poison sumac in the 
Northeast and poison-wood in tile 
Southeast can be worse than poi­ 
son ivy or poison oak Others that 
can be troublesome are parsnips, 
rhubarb, wild ginger, wild carrot, 
hops, juniper, dock, buckwheat, 
buttercups, 
lady slippers, 
box­ 
wood. 
autumn 
crocus, 
scarlet 
pimpernel, jimson weed, virgin’s 
bower, and the milky saps of 
mulberry, snow-on-the-mountain, 
and osage orange.

ing is know to all, but less known 
is the fact that at least 50 per 
cent of people die who eat the 
particularly poisonous varieties. 
Only cultivated mushrooms from 
reliable sources should be eaten. 
Even potatoes can lie poisonous 
when they are green or sprout­ 
ing. So can grains, especially rye, 
when 
infected 
with 
a 
certain 
fungus. 
The 
romantic mistletoe 
has 
been fatal for several children 
who ate its berries. Bulbs of the 
Easter lily and other lilies can 
also lie dangerous and should he 
kept out of the reach of small 
children. 
Other plants that may cause 
serious 
poisoning 
or 
death 
if 
eaten include foxglove, larkspur, 
oriental poppies, oleander, Daph­ 
ne, English ivy, narcissus, mead­ 
ow saffron and matrimony vine. 
Under certain growing condi­ 
tions some plants produce the 
deadly 
poison, 
hydrocyanic 
or 
prussic acid. These include wild 
cherries, flax. Christmas berry, 
choke cherry, 
sorghum, 
arrow 
grass, velvet grass, and Sudan 
grass. 
Marijuana, or hemp, requires 
special mention. This devastat­ 
ing narcotic grows as a wayside 
weed in many parts of the Unit­ 
ed States and 
should 
be 
de­ 
stroyed whenever found, 
To avoid discomfort and pos­ 
sibly more serious effects it is 
suggested 
that 
Dad 
take 
the 
youngsters on a field tour of the 
neighborhood and brief them on 
what to watch out for. A pre­ 
liminary trip to the library or 
an inexpensive paperback hook 
on plants will help him recog­ 
nize tho«e he 
is not familiar 
with.

Thirty nine members o f 
newly fo rmed Planning Co mmit­ 
tee o f Ellenv ille Ho spital Fund 
Driv e fo r $8 5 0,000, held an o r­ 
g anizatio nal meeting last week 
at Shawang unk Co untry Club. 
Those attending are ex pected 
to constitute the ex ecutive nu­ 
cleus of the general campaign 
committee, which will conduct 
the three phases of the commu­ 
nity drive beginning in June: 
The door-to-door campaign, the 
in-plant campaign, and the com­ 
mercial campaign. 
Outline Purpo ses 
The purpose of the meeting 
was three fold: 
To report on 
the progress of the special gift 
drive now going on; to develop 
a general understanding of how 
hospitals are financed and run, 
and to broaden the base of com­ 
m unity participation in the fund 
raising drive. 
Among 
the 
additional 
large 
gifts 
reported 
by 
the 
Special 
Gifts Committee was the an­ 
nouncement of pledges from two 
local industries totaling $100,- 
000. 
Continued 
support 
from 
the resort industry was evident 
by the news th at hotelm an Jack 
K ram er will organize a summer- 
long drive to raise $50,000 from 
guests a t hotels and bungalow 
colonies. 
H arry Resnick, chairm an of 
the meeting, revealed th at sev­ 
eral sates for the new building 
w ere already under considera­ 
tion. Responding to q uestions, he 
ex plained th at the present site 
is totally unsuitable for several 
reasons. 
“F irst,” 
he 
said, 
“there’s not enough land. Only 
2% acres. W e m ust have at 
least six acres to build the kind 
of plant th at will q ualify for 
federal funds. This would pro­ 
vide adeq uate access and park­ 
ing, and room for fu tu re ex ­ 
pansion. 
“Second, state authorities in­ 
sist 
on 
abandonm ent 
of 
the 
present budding because it is 
outmoded and inefficient. Even 
if we add on to this building 
and try to modernize it, it could 
hardly be made to m eet to­ 
day ’s standards of efficiency and 
health care. Remember, we have 
to build a basic plant th at will 
tak e care of the nex t 50 y ears. 
Third, there is insufficient drain­ 
age in the soil a t the present 
site; and there are m any more 
reasons,” he said. 
Questio ns Ownership 
One 
q uestioner 
wanted 
to 
know who actually owned a 
vol untary 
hospital. 
R o b e r t 
Stapleton, 
assistant 
chairm an, 
answered th a t it is technically 
owned by the hospital board of 
trustees, who are holding it in 
tru st for the community . How­ 
ever, the trustees are elected by 
the mem bers of the Hospital 
Association — citizens who join 
for a modest m em bership fee. 
Hence, the control of the hos­ 
pital is alway s in the hands of 
the people of the community . 
If, however, a hospital is dis­ 
solved. all funds derived m u st- 
by S tate Law—be put into es 
crow, and can only be applied 
tow ard another hospital, or some 
sim ilar non-profit health enter­ 
prise serving the community . 
D ifferent sy stems of hospital 
financing were also 
discussed. 
One community m em ber asked 
about town and county Hospitals, 
suggesting th at this m ight be an 
easier w ay to build a new’ estab­ 
lishm ent for the Ellenville area. 
Stapleton ex plained 
that he 
had 
investigated 
this 
subject 
thoroughly during the past few’ 
weeks. He said the law states 
th at a county hospital must be 
situated in the area of greatest 
population. This would, of course, 
place it in 
Kingston—far re­ 
moved from the area it is in­ 
tended to serve. 
Most Are Voluntary 
Over 9 0 per cent of all hospi­ 
tals in New’ York S tate arc vol­ 
untary 
non-profit 
associations, 
meaning that funds are raised 
by voluntary contributions. 
There is only one town hospi­ 
tal in the entire area. Town and 
County hospitals are usually not 
the best-run institutions, because 
they become deeply involved in 
local politics, since the Board 
is either elected or appointed. 
Also, a town, city , or village hos­ 
pital can only be established by 
popular 
referendum. 
The out­ 
come of this is alway s doubtful, 
and the process takes y ears. Fi­ 
nally , hospitals of this ty pe must 


be supplied by 
tax es, usually 
real estate tax es. 
“As w'e all know,” Stapleton 
ex plained, “property ownership is 
not the key to the distribution 
of wealth in this area. Real es- 
w’ould not only be un­ 
fair, they would have to be so 
burdensome on low-income and 
middle-ineome home owners that 
the entire project would prob­ 
ably collapse. We have to go 
w here the money really is. T hat's 
the fairest way . And y ou can 
only do th at w ith a voluntary 
hospital. In this kind of situation, 
w’e truly are our brother’s keep­ 
ers.” 
Resnick reported th at he had 
talked at great length to repre­ 
sentatives of the medical pro­ 
fession in the Ellenville area, and 
had been assured of their un­ 
q ualified enthusiasm for the new 
hospital. Furtherm ore, he said, 
local doctors strongly support the 
idea of a full-tim e resident phy ­ 
sician on the hospital staff. 
Require Resident 
Evald Bors-Kotfoed, hospital 
adm inistrator, 
q uickly 
pointed 
out th at the m atter of a resi­ 
dent phy sician was prim arily an 
adm inistrative one, where cost 
and availability of a q ualified 
doctor were the decisive factors. 
He stated th at “a good resident 
is very hard to find. But, the 
m ain point is th at our new hos­ 
pital will have all the facilities 
necessary to a ttra c t and accom­ 
m odate a good resident phy si­ 
cian.” 
“O ur goal,” said Resnick, “is 
to build a hospital that will be 
accredited by the Joint Commis­ 
sion on A ccreditation of Hos­ 
pitals. An accredited hospital is 
one that is certified as meeting 
the commission’s high standards 
for q uality of medical care. In 
the present institution the build­ 
ing alone has been enough to 
prevent the hospital from be­ 
coming accredited.” 
It was also reported at the 
m eeting that Bors-Koefoed, Guy 
Davenport, and others had given 
generously of their tim e in trav­ 
eling to other communities to 
inspect their hospitals; and in 
checking throughout this area 
for suitable hospital sites. An 
open invitation was made to the 
people of this area to come for­ 
w ard with additional suggestions 
for available sites.

Lov ers of the bizarre in baseball, who m ay be thin kin g they 
hav e discov ered an odd-ball in th e 25 -y ear-old Belin sky , had be tte r 
s ta rt lookin g arou n d ag ain . 
“Bo’s n ot a ch aracter, he’s a person ality ,” said M an ag er Bill 
Rig n ey , as the Los An g eles clu b checked in to N ew York on its first 
eastern swin g . “I ’d like to hav e abou t n in e m ore pitchin g ch a ra c ­ 
ters ju st like him , for he’s stric tly a stron g on e w hen he throw s 
the ball.” 
T he New' Y ork C ity -born , T ren ton -reared Belin sky cam e ou t 
of th e V en ezu elan W in ter L eag u e to be the m ost talked of pitcher 
in baseball. W ith P am pero of th a t circu it, Bo won 13 w hile losin g 
5 an d led the w heel in strikeou ts w ith 157 in 156 in n in g s. 
W hy the su dden chan g e a fte r stag g erin g arou n d the m in ors for 
a half dozen y ears? 
“I discov ered th a t th ere w as m on ey in th is bu sin ess,” said B elin ­ 
sky , a pleasan t, g ood-lookin g y ou n g m an w ho kn ows how to say 
precisely w h at he thin ks. “I w en t to V en ezu ela the low est paid 
play er in th e leag u e, left as the best paid, w h at w ith bon u ses an d 
all.” 
Has Fiv e Pitches 
B elin sky has fiv e pitc h e s- fa st ball, cu rv e, slider, screw ball an d 
chan g e-u p. 
“An d I had a hellu v a spit n ail in the S ou thern A ssociation (L ittle 
R ock) last season ,” Bo su pplem en ted. 
W ho ta u g h t the m ajors’ n ew est phen om m ost abou t pitchin g ? 
“No on e,” replied the brash Bo. “All P au l R ichards told m e in 
the B altim ore train in g cam p in M iam i in 19 60 was, 'M ay be I ’ll see 
y ou ag ain .’ All th e oth er m an ag ers ev er told m e w as, ‘Do jo u r 
ru n n in g .’ 
“I hav e a g re a t arm for pickin g u p pitches. I g ot the screw ball 
by hearsay . I h eard abou t th e rev erse tw ist of th e w rist an d sim ply 
tried it.

B elin sky broke his pitchin g han d sockin g a g u y who stole his 
rain coat in V an cou v er, B. C., two y ears ag o. 
“W hy didn ’t y ou h it him w ith y ou r rig h t h an d?” asked his 
m an ag er. 
“You kn ow left-h an ders don ’t thin k so w ell,” an sw ered the 
y ou n g pitcher. 
B u t A m erican L eag u e ba tte rs who hav e faced him will tell 
y ou th at Bo B elin sky is thin kin g v ery w ell n ow. 
An d th ey ’ll add th a t a pitch er w ith his stu ff who g ets a piece 
of th e plate w ith the ball doesn ’t hav e to th in k too m u ch.

Belinsky Is a Personality, 
But Also Ouile a Pitcher

N KW YO RK 
(N E A ) — Robert Belinsky further demon­ 
strated that hi* no-hit, no-run performance against the Baltim ore 
Orioles was anything but a fluke when he shut out the Boston Red 
Sox. 1-0, with two hits to make his record with the Angels, 6-1. 
Lovers of the bizarre in baseball, who may be thinking they 
have discovered an odd-hall in the 25-year-old Belinsky, had better 
start looking around again. 
"B o s not a character,’ he's a personality,” said Manager B ill 
Rigney, as the Loa Angeles club checked into New York on its first 
eastern swing. "I'd like to have about nine more pitching charac­ 
ters just like him, for he’s strictly a strong one when he throws 
the hall." 
The New' York City-born. Trenton-reared Belinsky came out 
of the Venezuelan W inter League to tie the most talked of pitcher 
in baseball. W ith Pampero of that circuit. Bo won 13 while losing 
5 and led the wheel in strikeouts with 157 in 156 innings 
W hy the sudden change alter staggering around the minors for 


a haif dozen years? 
" I discovered that there was money in this business,” said Belin­ 
sky, a pleasant, good-looking young man who knows how to say 
precisely what he thinks. " I went lo Venezuela the lowest paid 
player in the league, left as the best paid, what with bonuses and 
11 all.” 


Has Five Pitches 


Belinsky has five pitches- fast ball, curve, adder, screwball and 
change-up. 
"And I had a helluva spitball in the Southern Association (Little 
{Rock) last season,” Bo supplemented. 
Who taught the majors' newest phenom most about pitching? 
“ No erne.” replied the brash Bo, "A ll Paid Richards told me in 
the Baltimore training camp in Miami in 1960 was, 'Maybe 1 11 see 
you again.’ All the other managers ever told me was, ’Do your 
\ running.’ 
“ I have a great arm for picking up pitches. I got the screwball 
by hearsay. I heard about the reverse tw ist of the wrist and simply 
tried it. So far in the American League I ’ve been getting them out 
I w ith the fast ball and the screw ball. I rarely use the slider. I use 
| the curve as little as possible, chiefly against left-hand batters. 
I d prefer not to use the curve much until I know the hitters and 
they me.” 
Belinsky was belted hard only once this season, the Orioles 
J knocking him out in the third inning in Baltimore. 
“ I was emotionally upset,” explained Bo. " I wasn’t mentally 
alert. A dozen magazine writers were on my tail after the no-hitter. 
I didn’t even have time for a rubdown before starting the game 
in which I was knocked out. So, I had my telephone cut off and 
slept 12 hours before my next start in Boston," 
Beiinsky broke his pitching hand socking a guy who stole his 
raincoat in Vancouver, B. C „ two years ago. 
“ W hy didn t you hit him with your right hand?" asked his 
manager. 
"You know left-handers don’t think so w ell," answered the 
young pitcher. 
But American League batters who have faced him will tell 
you that Bo Belinsky is thinking very well now. 
And they'll add that a pitcher with his stuff who get* a piece 
of the plate with the ball doesn’t have to think too much.
